Now theſe 25 5 5 
are ſeven times 365 , 07 365 weeks of

And grant that this Miracle ſhould have 
fallen out a little ſooner , to wit, in the 
year 2554, it was nevertheleſs towards 
the end of the laſt 365 weeks of years , 
which anſwers / the days of the annnal

When we ſay 365 days, we implicitly 
underſtand the five hours and the minutes

-:This Miracle, - moreover, did fall out

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2 moſt conveniently...at; that time. ; .the 7/- 
raclites were'newly :ehtred into.the Land 
MM of Canaan, full of Idolaters, and encom- 
, Mpa$'d with Nations that ador'd the. Sun, 
| 'Fthe Moon , and all the Hoſt of Heaven ; 
_ $JGod ; by this , - advertis'd his people, 
that they ſhould not ſuffer themſelves to 
be- drawn away to ſuch abominations , 
Devt. x7. 2, 3. And to confute, them by 
a Viſible and ircefragible argument, cauſed 
both the Sun and the Moon to and fill at 
the word of a man. - 

But there is yet a more ſpecial reaſon 
why this miracle fell out at- the time 
we have mentioned. The Septenary num- 
ber of Times, Days, Yeats , and Ages , 
and of their periods and Revolutions, is a 
charaRer. whereby we know God «hath 
marked moſt of his works. Tis remem- 
ber'd of the Reſt God took the ſeventh 
day, having finiſh'd the Creation : For 
this cauſe he would have the Sun , who is 
the meaſure of days and years, ſhould reſt 
one day in his ſeventh year of years, even 
then when he had accompliſh'd tis 365 
weeks of years, or ſeven times 365 years ; 
ſeven times as many. years as he had run 
daySin one year, Finally , as every ſe- 
venth yeat was a year of Sabbath , the Sun 
obſerved a Sabbath in the ſeventh year of 
his 365. weeks of years, which was a year 
of Sabbath, :

365 is a year'0f yeats , for 3285 years 
are nine times 365, ten years after, which 
was in the year 3285 , hapned the going 
back of that great Luminary.

So 
that, when the Sun did go back, he was 
come to the tenth year ofhis tenth year 
of years ; andthe ten degrees of his Re- 
oy gy did ſeem clearly to fignifie it. 
In ſhort , in the tenth year of s 4 tenth 
year of years, the Sun went back by ten 
degrees, What manis ſo ſtupid, that's 
not raviſhed in admiration of ſo celeſtial 
an Harmony, 

Add to this, that in this Interval of 
ten years, which ended in the retrograda- 
tion of the Sun » hapned the tranſmigra- 
tion of the Ten Tribes of Iſrael, that were 
carrie+ away into Afyria. 


Let us calculate, as above ; the term of 
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The Hiftory ' of the Old Teſta- 
ment is of Ten Prophetical 
Years; and from the ending of 
it unto the death of Chriſt ,

” Prophetical Tear. © 


N the Lanouage of the Prophets , one 
day is often taken for a year , and the 
Prophztical year 1s of. 360 ſolary years. 
For Example ,, Revel. 12. 6,14. One 
thouſand two handred and ſixty days are 4 
t1zze, aud times, and half a time ; that is 
to ſay, thee Propheticgl yeats and a half 5 
three hundred and ſixty Solary years being 

taken. for ane Prophetical year. 
Now, why Gad accounts 369 .0rdi- 
nary years for on2 onely year Prophetical, 
we might find a conjecture in the Ana- 
logy of a nitural revolution , which hap- 
neg withig ſuch a term. For at the end of 
360 years, and no ſooner, the m-aſure of 
the Lunary year, according to Aſtrono- 
mers, doth meet'With that of the Sun, But 
there 1s a nearer, and more manifeſt reaſon 
th:reof: Amongſt the Hebrews, the year 
which they called Civil , was onely of 
360 days ; as for rh: five ſupernumerary 
days,

days, they were to be. found in every fixth 
* year, adding to ita month, which was 
-#* called Emboliſmical. And-as for the 
27 hours thatare above the 365 annual days, 
* therewas yet another Emboliſm 5 or ad- 
3) dition to ſupply them , at the end of one 
hundred and twenty years; or from time 
to time they interſerted one or more days* 
as then the ordinary year was of 360 days, 
the Prophetical year was of 365 natural 
years. So from the Creation to the year 
3600, there are ten Prophetick years, or 
ten times 365 Solary years. Now. the 
Hiſtory of the Old Teftament doth end 
with the tenth Prophetical year. For ac- 
cording to the order of the times, where- 
of the queſtion is now, and not according 
to the order wherein the Books are ranked, 
the laſt Date- of the Hiſtory of the Old 
\Teſtament 1s of the Reign of Darrze ( 0- 
domannus, the laſt King of Perfia, Nehems. 
.T 2. 22. This Prince Reigned bat ſx years, 
and was overcome by Alexander 1n the 
year of the world 3600 , which was the 
laſt year of the tenth Prophetical year , 
there being ten times 360 years complete. 
And there the Hiſtory of the Old Teſta- 
ment endeth.

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V. This appearing of an Angel in the 
Temple , is the onely Apparition that 
ever hapned there ; never an Angel was 
ſeen in the Temple before, and never an 
Angel was ſeen. there after. - Before that 
Apparition the Angels were not ſeen then 
but in figure, under the picture of the 
Cherubims. - But as the coming of Chriſt, 
who is the - true Temple , and the head of 
th2 Angels, drew near , God wrought a 
thing never hapned before , to cauſe an 
Angel perſonally to appear in. the Temple. 
VI. That Angel , who appearedin the 
Temple , is the ſame who had formerly 
foretold the ruine of the Temple, and the 
ſuppreſſion of the Sacrifices , viz. Gabriel, 
Dax. 9. 26, 27. The term is. known , 
which was by bim 'prefixed for their dura- 
tion. Their deſolation was to happen ſoon 
after the death of Chriſt ; and the Chr:
